Commission appoints Moreau 
as acting city administrator

East Jordan city commission- 
ers discussed a suggested tool for 
evaluating the performance of 
suspended city administrator 
Carolyn Sutter at the June 18 
work session. 

Commissioners agreed to look 
at evaluation formats used by 
Charlevoix and Boyne City and 
to consult with the Michigan 
Municipal League before meet- 
ing again June 24 to select a 
method. Meanwhile, Mayor Russ 
Peck informed the commission 
that under the city charter, he 
cannot serve as acting adminis- 
trator during Sutter’s 30-day sus- 
pension, which was imposed ata 
June 13 special meeting. 

“] do have a concern about 
this,” said city attorney Scott 


Beatty. “ ... 1 don’t think the 
motion (to suspend Sutter) at the 
last meeting included in the mo- 
tion a proposed removal ... ” 

“I think that in light of the 
allegations, it’s obvious there is 
going to be an investigation.” 
said commissioner Brian Sweet. 
“In terms of a proposed removal. 
I purposely didn’t include that 
because I wanted to get to the 
bottom of a perceived problem 
and see what the situation is.” 

Beatty said under the charter, it 
is necessary to amend the motion 
passed at the previous meeting to 
include the “proposed removal” 
of the administrator. The amend- 
ed motion was passed. 

Beatty recommended an arti- 
cle five officer such as the clerk 
or treasurer be appointed as act- 
ing administrator. Commission- 
er Brian Sweet made a motion to 


appoint city treasurer Susan 
Moreau, and the motion passed. 

Moreau is authorized to ap- 
point an acting city clerk to take 
over the duties of Kathy O’Rear, 
who was fired by Sutter two days 
before Sutter’s suspension. 

At press time. Moreau had not 
announced anyone selected as 
clerk. 

In an interview after the meet- 
ing, Peck said he had been given 
“in a roundabout way” some in- 
dication as to the reason for 
O’Rear’s firing. but had no com- 
ment on it. He confirmed that 
O’Rear appears to be moving 
ahead with plans for a lawsuit 
against the city. 

“I believe she is going to sue. 
She told each commissioner she 
is going to sue.” he said. 

At press time. O’Rear could 
not be reached for comments.

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Antique clock graces bank

There is at least one tireless “worker” at the Lake Street FMB 
Northwestern Bank branch still going strong after over 100 years. 

Visitors’ eyes are constantly drawn to the handsome oak-and-glass- 
encased antique clock in the bank’s lobby. The instrument was manufac- 
tured by the E. Howard Watch and Clock Company (Boston) sometime 
in the late 1800s, and it still keeps good time. Patent dates go from 1876 
to 1885. 

Branch supervisor Joan Lemerand said other FMB branch offices in 
East Jordan, Bellaire, Mancelona and Petoskey also have antique clocks, 
selected from the collection of William A. Porter, a former board 
member of the bank and grandson of William P. Porter, first president 
and founder of the bank. William A. Porter’s father Howard P. Porter 
was the second president and was a board member for many years. 

William A. Porter’s daughter Mary Jason Porter has been a bank 
director there for about 10 years, giving the Porter family a fourth 
generation represented at the bank. 

“People’s attention goes right to that clock when they come in,” said 
Lemerand. “Mr. Porter bought the clock about 22 years ago. He taught 
us all to wind it and care for it.” 

Porter said he has been collecting antique clocks for about 25 years, 
and used to keep the clocks in his former home, the Easterly house. But 
since he and his wife Esther have now moved to a smaller home, he no 
longer has room for all the clocks. 

The FMB Bank branches have all purchased the clocks now on 
display, and another of Porter’s clocks, a clockwork from an old railroad 
station, has been donated to the Boyne City office. 
~ “Each clock was hand picked by Mr. Porter to go with the decor of each 
branch,” Lemerand said. 

Porter is a member of the National Association of Watch and Clock 
Collectors. 

“Tt was always fun meeting with other people with the same hobby,” 
said Esther. “We'd find a clock here and there, or Bill would find one that 
needed restoring and he would restore it. That was a lot of fun.” ; 

Porter said the clock remains accurate within three to four seconds a 
month, but noted temperature and other factors do affect its accuracy. 

“If you get a warm stretch, it runs a little slower,” he said.

Techno-Kids 
Camp opens 
in Charlevoix 


Anew kind of camp is coming 
to Charlevoix and its focus in 
hands-on technology. 

Founders Teresa Noirot and 
John Twichel believe tech-ed is 
the future, and kids learn best by 
doing. The camp will be based 
on this philosophy. 

The educational goals of Tech- 
no-Kids Camp is to provide chil- 
dren the opportunity to take an 
active role in learning about 
flight, rocketry and engineering. 

Children will learn new theo- 
ties, concepts, and practical ap- 
plications of each of these topics 
in a variety of ways — coopera- 
tive leaming situations, hands- 
on activities which focus on the 
scientific method and computer 
programs and simulations. Kids 
will also blast into cyber-space 
as they learn to “surf the net.” 

¢ Techno-Kids Engineering 
includes the designing, construc- 
tion and improvement of various 
structures. Compressed air sys- 
tems, earthquake simulators, 
computer software and internet 
access are some of the activities 
which will be included. 

* Techno-Kids Rocketry will 
offer kids a chance to investigate 
how rockets work and explore 
NASA’s role in the continued 
development of the space pro- 
gram. The building of different 
types of rockets, launching these 
rockets and analyzing the test 
results will provide opportuni- 
ties for hands-on experience this 
session. 

» Techno-Kids Flight will 

teach youngsters basic aviation 
skills and principles of lift, drag 
and buoyancy. Kids will be en- 
gaged in assembling model air- 
craft, hot air balloons and com- 
puter-designed and generated 
paper airplanes. 
. An eight-foot mechanical air- 
craft, a flight simulator program 
and internet access will provide a 
realistic and fun experience for 
young pilots. 

Camp sessions run for one 
week, three hours a day. Space is 
limited to 16 kids per session. 
Children may attend a morning 
session, from 9 a.m. to noon, or 
afternoon, 12:30 p.m. to 3:30 p.m. 

Engineering is offered July 1 
to 5, or July 8 to 12; Flight is 
offered July 15 to 19 or July 22 to 
July 26. Rocketry is offered July 
29 to Aug. 2, or Aug. 5 to Aug. 9. 
Weekly sessions cost $80, ex- 
cept rocketry, which is $85 due 
to the cost of extra supplies.

WHAT’S COOKING 


Recipes designed in’ the kitchen of Debbie Chappuies, 

with East Jordan cooks in mind 
Several times I have made the mistake of serv- 
ing this salad as a dinner salad with a main 
entree. It’s a mistake because no one ever wants 
anything else but more salad. I first came across 
this delight in St. Armand’s Key at a_ very 
popular restaurant called ‘Columbia.’ They have 
their recipes printed on their matchbooks and 
everyone is always hoping to receive one with 
their famous ‘1905 Salad.’ The recipe will make 
four dinner salads or two main entrees; you 
decide for yourself. 


1905 SALAD 


1/2 head iceberg lettuce 2 tomatoes, diced 
1 celery stalk, diced 
3 02z. ham, julienned 
2 Tbl. Romano cheese 


Dressing: (The most important part) 

4 garlic cloves, minced 1 tsp. oregano 

1 tsp. Worcestershire sauce 1/2 cup olive oil 
juice of 1/2 lemon 1/8 cup white vinegar 
salt & pepper 

Arrange salad ingredients in serving bowl or on 
individual plates. To prepare the dressing, mince 
garlic and put in a bowl. Add oregano, 
Worcestershire sauce and lemon juice. Beat 
with a wire whisk until smooth. Add the oil 
gradually and finally add the vinegar, beating 
continuously. Add saltand pepper to taste. When 
well mixed, pour over salad and toss.

The Friends of the Jordan Riv- 
er Watershed, Inc. (FOJ) received 
a grant from the Michigan Envi- 
ronmental Council’s (MEC) 
Land Stewardship Initiative pro- 
gram to conduct an educational 
project in conjunction with the 
work of the Lower Jordan Con- 
servation & recreation Commit- 
tee (LICRC). 

The $2,000 grant will help pro- 
Mote conservation and sustain- 
able preservation of land in the 
lower Jordan River region. Part- 
ners in the project include FOJ, 
the East Jordan Area Chamber of 
Commerce, the City of East Jor- 
dan, Little Traverse Conservan- 
cy, and Tip of the Mitt Water- 
shed Council. 

The mission of the LJCRC is to 
preserve, protect, and utilize the 
valuable land and water resourc- 
es of the lower Jordan River re- 
gion for the educational, envi- 
ronmental, recreational, cultural 
and economic benefits of East 
Jordan and surrounding commu- 


nities. 

The committee will soon be 
conducting the first of several 
public meetings to convey infor- 
mation and gather citizen input 
for the project and begin to estab- 
lish a set of “guiding principles” 
for the project area. 

MEC, based in Lansing, is a 
coalition of over 35 environmen- 
tal and conservation organiza- 
tions, including FOJ. Recogniz- 
ing the environmental and eco- 
nomic impact of sprawling land 
use trends, MEC elevated the 
promotion of a land stewardship 
ethic in Michigan as a top prior- 
ity. 

MEC’s goal is to protect prop- 
erty and natural resources through 
problem-solving, community- 
based demonstration projects, 
diverse partnerships and respon- 
sible public policy. As part of the 
initiative, the Charles Stewart 
Mott Foundation of Flint award- 
ed MEC funds to use for a mini- 
grant program. 


“We're very excited that 
Friends of the Jordan will be un- 
dertaking this project, as it will 
support our coalition’s overall 
effort to promote better land plan- 
ning throughout the state,” said 
Julie Stoneman, director of land 
programs for MEC. 

“Our members are undertak- 
ing projects across Michigan, 
mostat the community level, that 
will help perpetuate natural envi- 
ronments, revitalize and improve 
the quality of urban environ- 
ments, and link people to the 
places where they live in a way 
that promotes a stewardship eth- 
ic towards the land.” 

“We're very grateful to MEC 
and its Land Stewardship Initia- 
tive for the seed money to begin 
the work to preserve an impor- 
tant resource such as the lower 
Jordan,” said John Hummer, pro- 
gram director for FOJ.

EMS technicians learn 
to deal with stress 


Charlevoix Area Hospital was 
host to Antrim and Charlevoix 
emergency medical services per- 
sonnel, the Charlevoix County 
Sheriff's Office and the CCE 
Central Dispatch Authority (911) 
on April 18 for a buffet dinner 
and a talk on stress. 

Rev. Dave Behling. chaplain 
at Northern Michigan Hospital, 
spoke on “Critical Incident Stress 
Management” to help emergen- 
cy medical service providers ap- 
propriately manage the personal 
anxiety and tension which is of- 
ten a result of working in this 
field. He explained the common 
reasons for stress, symptoms, and 
ways in which EMS personnel 


can deal with this problem to 
prevent it from becoming a sig- 
nificant obstacle in daily life. 

He explained that stress is nor- 
mal and usual, but can become a 
concem when it begins to inter- 
fere with regular routine. such as 
sleep. Simple measures such as 
talking it over with a friend are 
sometimes all that is needed to 
alleviate the stress. 

It is hoped through the tips 
given, emergency medical per- 
sonnel who experience very 
stressful situations almost daily. 
will now be better able to care for 
themselves and confront the 
stressful consequences of their 
work.
